NEW YORK, July 21.—At 5 o'clock 


this morning the caisson leading to the 
entrance of the Hudson river tunnel, 
constructing at Sixteenth street, Jersey 
City, caved in, carrying with it an im- 
mense quantity of earth. Twenty-one 
men were buried. 
Seven were soon 


after taken out, bruised, but not seri- 
ously, and the rescuers were laboring 
hard to reach the remaining fourteen. 
Meanwhile the water from the river 
flowed in rapidly, and the steam fire en- 
gines were set to work to save those 
who might still be alive from drowning. 
The workmen resided in the vicinity of 
the tunnel, and a very large and excited 
crowd of persons soon congregated. 


A shocking disaster occurred at half 


past five this morning. 
Twenty-two 


men lost their lives and eight had an 
almost miraculous escape. The night 
gang of thirty men, including Assistant 
Superintendent Woodward and two fire- 
men, entered the shaft at midnight, the 
hours for work for the gang being from 
12 to 8 
The depth of the shaft is 65 


feet, and while most of the men were 
employed at the bottom of the shaft 
about one-third of the gang was en- 
gaged on the brick wall of the arch, 25 
feet higher. It was the latter squad, 
all bricklayers, that escaped except two. 
The main arch of the tunnel runs out 
from the shaft a distance of about thir- 
ty feet, when it opens into two distinct 
arches that are to form the tunnel.— 
Through some negligence of the men, 
it ia supposed, the air lock was not 
properly adjusted, and when the process 
of shifting commenced, the trick wall 
connecting the arches gave way, and 
the water rushed into the cave. 


The officers of the company, in ex- 


plaining the accident, say the workmen 
in coming through the air look, must 
have exercised unusual carelessness, 
and both the doors of the air locks be- 
ing opened at the same time, the com- 
pressed air was allowed to escape.— 
Compressed air serves a double purpose, 
namely, to keep the foul air out and 
support the roof of the tunnel; so 
when it escaped, the catastrophe was 
inevitable. 


Workmen were busily engaged this 


afternoon rigging up some pumps for 
the purpose of drawing out the water 
from the well-like structure, and also 
for drawing the water out of the 
tun- 


nel, which is filled to the extre me limit. 
It has been ascertained by the engin- 
eers by the test ot attempting to force 
compressed air into tbe cavity, that the 
water in the shaft has fallen about ten 
feet since morning in consequence of 
the receding of the tide. Every now 
and then the surface in the center 
would be disturbed by numerous air 
bubbles, as at times would appear as if 
boiling. This appearance, it is said, is 
due to the faot that some of the earth 
or masonry is falling constantly within 
the tunnel, and tbe displaced air pro- 
duces this effect. 
The engineers and 


officials say that it is impossible for any 
of the imprisoned workmen to be alive, 
ns the water within the whole length of 
tbe tunnel is up to jthe roof and even 
above it. The laborers who are making 
excavations west of the shaft will, how- 
ever, not cease their labors to get at 
where the bodies are supposed to be, but

ates. Prom thin it appears that Lon- 
don now contains 3,620.868, an increase 
since 1871 of 36G,608; Liverpool 538,- 
338, an increase of 44,933; Manchester, 
361,819, no increase of 10.630; Leeds, 
811,860, sti increase of 52,648; Sheffield 
297,138, sn increase of 57,172; Bristol, 
209,847, an increase of 27,395; Bradford, 
191,040, an increase of 45,216; Hull 147,- 
847, an increase oi 24,448; Salford, 117,- 
849, an increase of 53,048; Newcastle, 
146.948, an increase of 18,405; Ports- 
mouth, 131,821, an increase of 18,261, 
Leicestei, 125,622, an increase of 30,402;
